Under the National permit scheme, the composite tax payable 
to the State of.

DRAFT AMENDMENTS 


In the Kerala Motor Vehicles Rules, 1961 , 

( 1 ) after rule 202 A , the following rule shall be inserted , 
namely : 
" 202 B. " Provisions relating to Nationlised Permits for public carrier . 
yoods Vehicles . 

(1) In this rule, unless the context otherwise requires " Home 
State" means the State /Union Territory in which 

the National 
permits is issued. 
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(2 ) (a ) The State Transport Authority, Kerala, shall be the 
authority for grant of National Permits in Kerala . 

(b ) An application for a National Permit shall be made in 
forın " N. P. Pu . C - A " and a National Permit shall be issued in form 
" N.P.Pu.C." printed on green paper . 

(3 ) A National permit shall be granted only to a vehicle owned 
by a bonafide permanent resident of Kerala State having his principal 
place of business in Kerala State. 

(4 ) A vehicle plying in Kerala under the authorisation of 
National (Permit may be stopped and inspected by any oficer not 
below the rank of an Assistant Motor Vehicles Inspector of the Motor 
Vehicles Department or any Police Officer not below the rank of a 
Sub Inspector. Such an inspecting officer shall serve one copy of 
the check report on the person in charge of the vehicle and forward 
one copy to the Secretary , State Transport Authority , Kerala, who 
will in turn forward the same to the authority in the Home State, 
which issued the permit for appropriate action . 

(5 ) Whenever the transfer of a National Permit is allowed , 
the authorisation granted to the vehicle shall also be transferred 
by the authority concerned . 
(6 ) The following shall be the conditions 

of every National 
Permit : 

( a ) the vehicle covered by a National Permit shall not be 
used to pick up goods originating in a State for destinations in the 
same State : 

( b ) the vehicle covered by a National permit shall always carry 
a spare driver and shall be provided with a seat across the full width 
of the vehicle behind the driver s seat, providing facility for the 
spare driver to stretch himself and sleep ; 

(c ) the vehicle shall conform to and comply with all the 
provisions of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 and the rules made there 
under and all the laws in force from time to time in the Home 
State governing motor vehicles; 

( a ) the vehicle shall be subject to the weight and speed res 
trictions prescribed by the competent authority of the State /Union 
Territory in the area of which the vehicle may be plying for the 
time being; 

(e ) the vehicle shall at all times carry a valid certificate of 
fitness, a certificate of insurance against third party risks, the 
certificate of Registration , the National Permit and the Authori 
sation under the National permit; 


(f) all taxes due in respect of the vehicle to the States /Union 
Territories, wherein the vehicle is permitted to operate shall be 
paid in due time; and 

(g) the vehicle as soon as it becomes nine years old reckoned 
from the date of its registration as new , shall be replaced by a later 
model vehicle with the previous approval of the State Transport 
Authority , Kerala . 

( 7) A certificate of payment of the composite fee due to the 
various states /Union Territories in which the vehicle is permitted 
to ply shall be issued in form " N.P.T.C " by the Secretary , State 
Transport, Authority , Kerala , along with the authorisation issued 
to the vehicle. 

(8 ) The provisions contained in rules 176 , 178 , 198 , 205 , 207,211, 
212, 212A and 217A , shall as far as may be, apply in relation to 
9 national permit , as they apply in relation to a public carriers 
permit.
